The orchestra and chorus consisted of two hundred 
performers, who, with the principal vocalist, gave their gratui- 
tous services. Madame Devrient, Mrs. Bishop, Mrs. Knyvett, 
Miss Birch, Messrs. Braham, Bennett, Seguin, Balfe. and H. 
Phillips, were among the number. This homave, paid to de- 
parted genius, is worthy of our national taste, and the manner in 
which the; musical profession have responded to the appeal 
made to them through Lord Burghershb, redounds greatly to their 
honor. A subscription had been entered into previous to the 
Concert, the amount of which will be added to the receipts of 
last night. On the list of subscribers we find the directors of the 
Antient Concerts £20 from their funds. The Duke of Cam- 
bridge, Archbishop of York, Earl of Cowder, and Lord 
Burghersh, individually £5 each, £20 from the Royal Academy 
of Music, Prince Esterhazy, £5, Baron Bulow, £5, and M-. 
Gardener of Leicester, £5.
